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IS Majeſties Lieutenants for the City of London and Liber- 
ties thereof, and all Privileged places within the Limits and 
Precind&ts of the ſame, as well within Liberties as without, ' 
Do will and require you forthwith, upon receipt hereof, ro compleat 
the Roll of your Company, according to former Orders and InſtruQi- 

ons given in purſuance of the late Actof Parliament in this behalf, ha- 
ving eſpecial heed ro the Fitneſs and good AﬀeXtion of rhe Perſons , 
And youare alſo required to obſerve and executethele further Particu- 
lars, viz: | 

| Where youſuſpe&any perſon charged to find Arms to be dangerous 
or diſaffe&ted, and ſo nor fit to be truſted with his own Arms, you are 
to note theſame in the Duplicate of your Roll, to be certified to the 
Commiſsioners, who will thereupon take ſuch order therein as they 
ſhall ſee convenient. | 
Where any Perſons charged, and in your judgment fit to be truſted 
with their own Arms, ſhall defireto find others to ferve for them, You 
are toreceive very good fatisfattion of the perſons before you approve 
them, and being approved, cauſe their names and ſurnames tobecntred 
and liſted, with the names of thoſe for whom they ſerve, and nor ſuffer 
them to bealtered or changed afterwards but upon reaſonable cauſe. 
Thar, afſoon as your Roll is thus Compleated, you cauſcall the ſaid 
Perſons liſted eitherto find Arms or to bear the Arms of others, ro be 
ſummoned to ſome convenient place before 


four of his Majeſties ſaid Lieutenants 
or any two of them, to take the Oaths appointed by the ſaid At of 
Parliamentto be taken by them and every of them. 

That with all cotvenient ſpeed you certific to his Majeſtics Lieu- 
tenants at the Guild-hall London a Duplicate of your ſaid Roll, therein 
diſtinguiſhing and ſetting down the names of all Perſons charged ro 
find Arms, and all that ſhall be allowed to. ſerve for others, which of 
them have taken and which have refuſed to rakethe ſaid Oaths , and 
which you conceive unmeet to be truſted with their own Arms. 

And in all theſe particulars youare required to be very circumſpett 
and exa&, as you tender his Majeſties ſervice, and theſafety and welfare 
of this City.
